Why  not  sing  songs  in  English,  and  nto- 
sing  them  in  better  English*  It  is  a 
shame  that,  with  the  great  wealth  of  En¬ 
glish  poetry,  so  many  composers  prefer  tc 
pour  forth  imitation  German  Leider,  and 
so  many  youm;  students  prefer  to  make 
havoc  in  the  Teutonic  or  Italian  language, 
rather  than  sing  sensibly  in  their  own 
mother  tongue.  When  these  students  dc 
condescend  to  warble  in  the  vernacular 
they  disguise  the  language  so  that  it  can 
not  l>e  understood.  They  have  beeu  told 
that  English  is  a  hard  language  to  sing  in, 
and  therefore  they  mouth  and  distort 
words  under  the  mistaken  impression 
they  are  rendering  it  easier. 

The  fact  is,  the  English  requires  a  little 
more  study  to  deliver  fluently  thau  Ital¬ 
ian;  but,  with  practice  upon  the  closed 
vowels  “er"  and  “tie,”  "gle,”  and  “ing"  ter¬ 
minations  the  difficulties  vanish  and  a 
pure  pronunciation  is  attained.  And  this 
is  not  nearly  so  difficult  as  for  the  German 
singer  to  attain  a  good  pronunciation  ol 
his  gutturals  or  for  the  French  vocalist  to 
overcome  The  nasal  tendencies  of  his  lan¬ 
guage.  Singers,  give  your  own  language 
a  fair  chance. — Musical  World.

I  think  this  is  be¬ 
cause  he  has  a  had  conscience  and  is  afraid 
of  the  dark,  and  so  whistles  to  keep  his 
courage  up 

Iu  tiie  effete  north  a  man  pays  |80  for  a 
good  mocking-bird,  and  then  proceeds  to 
depopulate  the  neighborhood  by  hanging  it 
out  the  window  where  it  can  keep  the 
whole  block  awake  during  tbe  entire  sum¬ 
mer.  Then  having  killed  off  the  adjacent 
residents  by  chronic  insomnia,  he  is  en¬ 
abled  to  buy  their  property  at  ridiculous 
rates,  atul  so  reimburse  himself  for  his 
outrageous  exjiemlitures  on  the  bird.  1 
have  no  doubt  if  you  inquire  into  the  pri¬ 
vate  liistory  of  some  of  your  real  estate 
kings,  you  will  find  they  got  their  start  by 
using  a  mocking-bird. 

There,  howto  er,  the  high  price  of  mock¬ 
ing-birds  is  a  natural  check  to  this  species 
of  villainy,  but  here  they  grow  for  nothing. 
The  woods  are  full  of  them,  and  their  con¬ 
cert  begins  exactly  where  that  of  the  fog- 
whistle  locust  ends. 

Well,  after  five  hours  of  exasperating

THE  VOICE  OF  THE  CHACALAKA. 

You  don't  know  what  a  chacalaka  is*  A 
chacalaka  is  a  long-tailed  bird  that  infest* 
this  region,  anil  is  supposed  to  be  a  species 
of  pheasant.  Jle  wakes  up  about  dawn, 
and  immediately  proceeds  to  acquaint  you 
with  the  fact  that  hehas  a  voice  like  across 
between  that  of  a  guinea  hen  and  a  pea¬ 
cock.  You  know  how  vociferous  a  hen  is 
when  she  has  just  laid  an  egg,  and  want* 
to  draw  attention  to  it*  Well,  that  is  the 
way  a  chacalaka  behaves  when  he  wakes 
up  and  is  ready  for  business.  You  would 
naturally  think  he  would  busy  himseli 
getting  breakfast,  and  postpone  the  riot 
ovi»  fnoa  until  latu,  hut.  nnch  ia  not  tbf 

case,  for  from  daybreak  until  the  sun  is  an 
hour  high  every  chacalaka  in  this  region  if 
throwing  his  whole  soul  into  an  effort  to 
make  more  noise  than  a  restaurant  niggei 
with  a  gong.  He  goes  in  flocks  of  untold 
numbers:  and  there  are,  I  fancy,  about  ten 
flocks  to  the  square  mile.  They  say  that, 
if  the  undergrowth  of  cactus  would  only 
allow  a  man  to  go  hunting,  he  would  find 
the  chacalaka  quite  good  to  eat.  I  am 
glad  he  is  good  for  something.  Do  you 
happen  to  know  what  a  steam  calliope  i* 
good  for?  • 

In  enumerating  the  blessings  of  this  cli¬ 
mate,  i  have  not  mentioned  the  large  and 
sociable  red  ants,  nor  the  tarantulas,  which 
qdme  into  the  household  with  every  log  oi 
wood;  nor  the  ticks  nor  the  centipedes, 
which  drop  at  unexpected  moments  from  j 
the  ceiling  and  wriggle  in  your  soup;  nor 
the  various  kinds  of  flies,  whose  employ¬ 
ment  is  to  tickle  you  during  the  day;  noi 
small  scorpions,  which  make  it  lively  for 
you  at  all  times.  I  have  not  mentioned 
the  mildew,  which  steals  upon  your  boots 
by  night  and  paints  them  a  lively  green 
before  morniug,  nor  have  I  spoken  of  an 
improved  breed  of  musquitoes,  capable  of 
boring  with  great  ease  through  five  thick¬ 
nesses  of  cloth.  Neither  have  I  alluded  to 
the  sandflea  in  his  glory,  nor  to  the  festive 
and  ubiquitous  clinch.— Cor.  Brooklyn 
Eagle.

Tiie  result#  of  the  Russian  level  sur¬ 
veys  iiet  vvi-q  the  Euxine  and  the  Caspian 
fthow  a  i  ooaiderahie  modification  of 
former  estimates,  the  difference  being 
reduced  from  400  to  86  feet.  The  sur¬ 
face  of  the  Caspian  is  certainly  a  little 
below  the  ocean  level,  but  its  subsidence 
is  subject  to  strange  fluctuations.  It 
slowly  rises  and  then  slowly  sinks  each 
alternate  thifty  years.  The  in  liabitanta 
of  the  rocky  #uu th  shore  have  a  special 
name  for  this  phenomenon  and  explain 
it  by  a  variety  of  the  absurdeet  theoriea. 
Tiie  Caspian  fa  nearly  as  salt  aa  the  Med¬ 
iterranean.  and  its  former  connection 
with  the  ocegn  seems  probable  from  the 
fact  tiiat  it  abounds  not  only  with  sea 
fish  but  with  seal,  which  the  harpoonera 
of  the  last  Jhmidred  generations  have 
failed  to  exterminate.—  Dr.  Felix  L.  Os¬ 
wald.
